County Red Cross to Assist 
National Influenza Immunization 


By Harrison Goodhue} 

At the Annual Meeting of Crawford County Chapter ot 
American Nationa! Red Cross, held on July 29th at the Chief 
Shoppenagon Motor Hotel, Harrison Goodhue, Chairman-Treasur- 
er. on the authority of Mrs. Beverley Wagoner of Cadillac, 
Coordinator of the Immunization Pragram. for our seven county 
State Health Office. and with the cooperation of Mrs. Myrtle 
McPhail. head of our county's State Health Department, released 
the first information about immunization of local citizens against 
the expected influenza outbreak 

The current plans. although tentative and subject to revision, 
cail for innoculation of High Risk individuals by their personal 
physrcians in September. High Risk persons are those 60 years or 
older, pregnant women, and people with respiratory problems such 
as asthma, emphysema. etc. 

The Federal Government will furnish the vaccine, a 
combination of A/New dersey type and A/Victoria type, without 
charge: but, because an individual's personal physician's approval 
ig considered vital, it was decided to conduct the High Risk 
innoculations through local doctors. 

Incidentally. the term “Swine Flu” 
descriptive designation. Apparently there is a flu 
affects hogs, and thereby sometimes affects am Workers: but the 

areas scovered 
w ith the death of a young soldier in n February 1976 at Fort Dix, New 
Jersey. anu is considered to be a mutation of the influenza virus 
which caused the devastating pandemic of 1918 which caused 
20.000.000 deaths world wide. and has been fabelled type "A/New 
Jersey”. 

The type “A/Victoria’” has been similarly labelled atter the 
province of Victoria in Austrana where inal type of intiuenza virus 
was lirst discovered. 

Immunization of individuals between 25 and 60 years of age is 
planned to be conducted on a mass Clinic basis in the County, 
using AiMew Jersey type vaccine injected through the skin with

Tax Tribunal Dismisses County Petition 


(By B.J. Fowler, Grayling Twp. Supervisor] 

On Thursday, July 28th, a preliminary hearing was held before 
the State Tax Tribunal in Lansing on a petition filed by the 
townships in Crawford County excluding South Branch. This 
petition was protesting the equalization values as determined by 
the County Board of Commissioners for the year 1976, | believe the 
case was unique in the fact we were actually in the position of 
protesting work dune by ing Staig Tax Coniimssion and accepled 
by the County Commission. Nelson Miles, Attorney at Law, and 
mysolf represented the townships. Robert A. Hess, Attorney at 
Law, and Latry Hunter, County Equalization Director represented 
the county. In addition County Commissioners Kauffman, Lowrie 
and Failing attended. 

Alter a lengthy hearing. which tasted from 1:30 p.m. until after 
5:30 p.m., and which was supposedly a preliminary hearing only, 
the petition was dismissed by the Tribunal because of procedural 
delects in tiling the petitions. 

From the townships side we were able to point out the main 
detects in the procedures used by the State Tax Commission, the 
County Board of Commissioners and the County Equalization 
Department. The chairman of the Tribunal indicated they were in 

sympathy with the townships cause but did not feel there was 
enough justification to overturn the county equalization. 

The petition was dismissed largely because the separate 


townships did not each pay the $200.00 filing fee. The petition was 
filed as a joint effort of the townships and in my opinion only 
involved one case. According to the Tribunal rules we apparently 
should have paid $1,000.00 in filing fees for the five townships 
appealing. ! think such a requirement is ridiculous and is just one 
more reminder that we do not need more government at the state 
level. if we had paid the $1,000.00, | do not believe the decision 
wouid nave changed. In reviewing other such appeais, | find in most 
cases the decisions have not been favorable to local assessing 
units or even to the taxpayers. The main impression | received from 
the hearing was thal as long as the same procedures and data were 
used for ali taxing units it made little difference whether they were 
accurate Or not. 

On July 30th | attended a hearing in Gaylord on the Governor's 
Advisory Task Force Summary Report. The meeting room was filled 
to standing room only. There were a few others present from the 
Crawford County area but | was really quite disappointed in the 
local turnout. St is going to take a much greater response from 
people to ring about any desired changes in the tax law. We are 
definitely going to see changes but | am very concerned they may 
result in a complete Joss of what local control we do have. The 
magic word in our Governor's office is still Regionalism and with 
the centratizers hard at work we are already a tong way down the

With three prime races for Crawford County 
offices, two on the Republican side and one on the 
Democratic slate, voters here still snowed apathy, as 
only about 30% of the registered showed at the poils 
Tuesday in beautiful summer weather. 

In the two Republican races for the offices of 
Prosecuting Attorney and Sheriff, voters carried the 
outcome right down to the wire, when Beaver Creek 
Township proved the deciding factor, with Thomas 
Kent defeating incumbent John B. Huss for the 
Prosecutors post, 867 to 853. 

For the Sheriff nomination, incumbent Harold 
Hatfield fought off the challenge of Arthur Clough with 
an 873 to 859 advantage. 

Curtis Haas, unopposed Democrat for the Sheriff's 
office received 678 votes, and will oppose Hatfield in 
November. 

For the Democratic nomination for Register of 
Deeds. incumbent Lawrence sHunter turned back 
Robert C. Smock, Sr., 458 to 284, and will meet 
Republican Glenn E. Sawyer, who garnered 1216 votes 
in the general election. 

In the only two contested seats for Board of 
Commissioners, in District One, Edwin C. Martindale, 
dr., defeated Ralph G. Patterson, 124 to 69, while in 
District Three, Mary Elaine Harland took the nod over 
Leo Cavanaugh, 134 to 94, and will meet Democrat, 
Doug Antcliffe in November. 

On the state level, Crawford County voters gave 
incumbent Representative Ralph Ostling a near 2 to 1 
edge over Richard Friske, 1041 io 580, while Dean L. 
Welch defeated William Brauker, 377 to 289 on the 
Democratic side for the 103rd District. 

Due to limited time and space in this issue for 
other contested offices throughout the county, the 
Avalanche will carry the complete state, county and 
township election results and the lineup for the 
November general election in next week's issue.

Vacation can bore many kids 


A point about kids and summer which 
I've long suspected now has some solid 
academic backing. 

According to Dr. Bradley Loomer, a 
professor of education at the University 
of lowa, many school-aged children find 
the long summer away from school a 
downright bore. 

Dr. Loomer suggests that most kids 
would rather be back in school because 
things aren't really that exciting around 
home and the good old neighborhood. 

“The modern schoo! has become so 
stimulating and interesting that summer 
can be a letdown to a child,” the lowa 
educator claims. “Most households are 
sterile as learning centers and kids 
don’t get a chance to stretch mentally.” 

Although {| might challenge the 
Loomer reasoning that what kids reaily 
miss is the stimulation and interest 
aroused in classroom learning, | would 
have to agree that sooner or later each 
summer, most kids tire of summer 
vacation before it ends. 

Dr. Loomer claims 80 percent of 
American children enjoy school more 
than their parents did, and don’t relish 
summer vacation as much; again, | 
might contend a bit about the levels 
cited by the good doctor, but the end | 
don’t contest. 

Vacation takes up about 25 percent of 
achild’s learning years — 3 years out of 
12 in local schools — so what the kids

In 1963, Grigsby was a 47-year-old 
Denver janitor suffering from “incurable 
cancer” of the liver. Doctors had all but 
given up. As a iast gasp effort, they 
decided to attempt an operation never 
before performed — a liver transplant. 

The operation was a success. The 
healthy liver was taken from a man who 
had died from a brain tumor. He was 
white. William Grigsby was biack. 

Thus Grigsby became the first man to 
prove Carter's Little Liver Pills are 
integrated.

Medical science has been making 
tremendous advances. The wise doctors 
are not only transplanting internal 
organs, they are also sewing on severed 
arms and legs. They shift skin with the 
ease of a blood transfusion. They 
borrow from here and from there and 
fashion new noses and ears and chins 
and you name it. 

It {s conceivable that, some day, a 
white man could be walking around with 
an Indian's heart, a Chinaman’s lung 
and a Negro’s leg. Would you want your 
sister to marry him? 

Which brings us back to Donald 
Crowder, who is black and who has no 
legs. 


Crowder is 25, a former construction 


worker, Over two years ago, doctors 
said he had a bone disease. “I can’t 
spell it or pronounce it,” he told me. 
“But | had it.” 

23 operations later, he had no legs. 
They were both amputated above the 
knee. 

Now Crowder spends most of his 
days begging on the streets. He makes 
a grotesque sight, half a man lying face 
down on his litter cart, with his empty 
pant legs flapping behind him. 

A Grude sign, lettered on a nunk of 
cardboard, hangs from the front of 
Crowder’s “bed”. It says: “We are 
raising funds for artificial legs. Could 
you please donate?” 

Crowder is usually pushed around 
town by his brother-in-law, Robert 
Willis. Sometimes they have to walk ail 
the way, from the Crowder home on 
Joseph Campau. Sometimes they get a 
ride. Willis helps Crowder beg, standing 
beside him and caiiing oui to passers- 
by, almost like a sideshow barker. 

Crowder said he takes in around $30 
every day he is able to beg. Some days 
he is forced to stay home because of 
bed sares on his stumps. He figures the 
kind of artificial legs he needs will cost 
around $1,400. 

| wonder why some government 
agency isn’t buying legs for Crowder, 
but | didn’t ask him. | didn't ask him if 
maybe he already had some artificial 
legs which he left home while he was 
oui turning an easy duck. 

Those are probably the questions | 
should have asked, but the truth is I’m 
not good at quizzing people with giaring 
handicaps. | cheke on the hard ques- 
tions and, to disguise my pity, | smile 
inanely when | feel like crying. 

I can only report that Donald Crowder 
is a husky man, what is left of him, and 
he is strong. He proved it when he 
squeezed my hand in farewell. He said 
he wants a job, any kind of a job that 
can be done by a strong man with no 
legs. !f you can help him, | can put you 
in touch. 

In the meantime, ! ponder this fantasy 
which reaches back to 1963 and William 
Grigsby and thé’first liver transplant. 
Donald Crowder probably won't live to 
see it, but the day will come when 
doctors will be able to paste humans 
together like paper dolls, a leg here and 
an arm there. ; 

But if they do it without regard to race 
or religion, how is a guy going tc know 


for sure who to hate? Tt

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The British base at Detroit. 
shortly after Li. Gov. Henry 
Hamilton Jeft on his expedition 
to Vincennes. was filled with 
rumors about advancing Ameri- 
can forces and fear of impend- 
ing attack. 

It was a secret to virtually no 
one that this key British post in 
the Oid Northwest was inade- 
quately fortitred and thal it 
would not be able to stave off 
much of an assault. Besides 
that. the redcoats were quite 
uncertain about tre loyalty of 
their allies, After George Rogers 
Clark's successful campaign ir 
the Illinois country, the Indians 
increasingly declared their in- 
tention to make peace with tne 
Virginians, And in the evens of 
any kind of showdown at 
Detroit. the French residents 
there were much less to be 
trusted tian ine indiaus. 

Hamilton, wha had taken so 
many provisions along on the 
Vincennes campaign that there 
were now severe shortages at 
Detroit, teft Captain Richard 8. 
Lernoult in charge there. Well- 
liked by both the men of his 
command and the civilians at 
Detroit. Lernoult had served his 
country more than 30 years and 
was a capable leader. Hamilton 
had not been gone long before 
Lernoult convened nis officers 
and worked out plans to im- 
prove the defense of Detroit. At 
that time there was a hill just to 
the north of the stockaded 
village, and it was, evident that 
the cannons of an enemy army 
on this elevation would be able 
to easily subdue the Britisn 
below. Lernoult realized thai the 
hill must “be controlled. so he 
decided to erect a new fort there 
and appointed Captain Henry 
Bird to design it and supervise 
its construction. 

Following a staff meeting 
tnat same evening Bird staked 
out the outlines af a fort on the 
hill. “lat first intended only a 
square,” Bird reported, “our 
time as we imagined being but 
short for tortitying ourseives, 
but when the square was 
marked out itappeareu lo me so 
naked and insufficient that | 
added the half bastions. imag- 
ining if the enemy approached 
before the curtains were com 
pleted we might make tolerapte 
defense by closing the hastinns 
al the gorge. 

Construction of the fort, a 
portion of which was on the site 
of what is now the corner of 
Fort and Shelby streets in 
downtown Detroit, began in 
November of 1778. Work pro- 
gressed rapidly during the win- 
ter with each able-bodied resi- 
dent of the community being 
required to assist in the con- 
struction, The British at Detroit 
particinated willingly in the ora- 
ect but the French residents of 
the village had to be pressured 
into helping. 

In February. when Bird left to 
join an tndian raid in the Ohio 
country. Lt. Henry DuVernett 
took over the supervision of 
erection of the fort. A month 
jater Lernoult received this 
taunting note from Clark: “I 
learn by your letter to Governor 
Hamilton that you were very 
busy making new works. | am 
glad to hear it as it saves the

ORDINANCE No. 2-76 
AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE GRANTING OF NON- 
EXCLUSIVE FRANCHISES TO QUALIFIED APPLICANTS FOR THE 
PROVISION OF CABLE ANTENNA TELEVISION IN THE 
TOWNSHIP 

WHEREAS, requests have been made to the Township of 
Grayling, Crawford County, Michigan for permission to provide the 
inhabitants of the’ Township with cable antenna television service 
which said service necessarily involves the use of the streets, 
alleys, and other public ways of the Township; and 

WHEREAS, the Constitution of the State of Michigan reserves 
to the Township the reasonabie conioi of iis highways, strecis, 
alleys, and other nublic places: and 

WHEREAS, the Board of the Township finds that the proposed 
service can properly be permitted provided it is regulated as 
hereinafter provided; 

NOW, THEREFORE THE TOWNSHIP OF GRAYLING OR- 
DAINS: 

Section 1. Definitions. For the purposes of this ordinance, the 
following terms, phrases, words, and their derivations shall have 
the meaning given herein. When not inconsistent with the context, 
words used In the present tense include the future, words in the 
plural number include the singular number, and words in the 
singular number include the plural number. The word "shall" is 
always mandatory and not merely directory. 

1. “Township” is the Township of Grayling. 

2. “Grantee” is the holder of a franchise issued pursuant to this 
ordinance. 

3. “Board” is the Township of Grayling. 

4. “Person” is any person, firm partnership, association, 
corporation, company, or organization of any kind. 

§. “Street” is street, alley, or other pubtic way in the Township 
of Grayling. . 

Section 2. Application. Franchises to provide cable services 
hereunder will be granted by the Board as hereinafter provided and 
shall be applied for by written application in form approved by the 
Township and filed with the Township Clerk which application shall 
inctude, but not be limited to, name of applicant; local business 
address; principal officers or owners; principal stockholders if a 
corporation; location of antenna tower or towers; general 
description of proposed distribution system in the Township, 
showing area nranosed to he served and indicating whether 
applicant will require poles in the Township streets or whether 
cables and appliances to be utilized by it in Township streets and 
roads will be located on existing poles of utility companies; service 
to be provided and rates to be charged including installation charge 
per location, service charge for one receiver and for each additional 
receiver on the same premises. (See Section 12). 

Section 3. Financial Statement. Each applicant shall attach to 


his application an authenticated statement of financial condition ~ 


and net worth, sufficient in form and content so that the Board may 
readily determine its financial responsibility and its ability to 
finance the proposed undertaking. 

Section 4. Indemnification. Grantee shall save the Township 
harmiess from all loss sustained by the Township on account of 
any suit, judgment, execution, claim or demand whatsoever 
resulting from the construction, operation, or shall notify the 
Grantee within 30 days after the presentation of any claim or 
demand, either by suit or otherwise, made against the Township 
under which Grantee would be liable as set forth above. Such 
notice shall be given in writing to the person and at the place 
indicated in the application for the franchise, 

Section 5. insurance. Grantee shall provide insurance in such 
form as shall protect the Township and itself from and against any 
and all claims to persons or property, both real 

va ion sysiem pursuant to the 
author { @ granted hereunder, in limits of not less 
than $500,000.00 tor personal injury or death of any one person, 
$1,000,000.00 for personal injury or death of two or more persons in 
any one occurrence and $500,000.00 for damage to property 
resulting from any one occurrence. Each policy shall provide for ten 
(10) days notice in writing to Township of change in the policy or 
cancellation. 

Section 6. No franchise shall be issued by the Township to any 
Grantee until: 

i. The Grantee's legal character, financial, technical and other 
qualifications, including fulfillment of the requirements of Sections 
2, 3, 4.and § of this Ordinance and the adequacy of, and feasibility 
of its contract arrangements have been approved by the Board as 
part of a full public proceedings, according to due process and any 
franchise issued under this Ordinance shall expressly state that a 
full public proceeding with prior notice to the community was 
conducted to evaluate the Grantee's proposal prior to the grant of 
ihe franchise. 

ii. Procedures have been adopted by the Grantee and the Board 
for the investigation and resolving of all complaints regarding cable 
TV operation, 

ili. The Grantee has established and keeps maintained a 
regular business office for the purposes specified in paragraph ii., 
immediately above. 

iv. The Township Supervisor or such other board official as the 
Board may designate, shall be determined by the Board as primarily 
responsible for conducting administration of the franchise and 
implementation of complaint proceedings; and 

v. Provision is made in the franchise that the Grantee shall give 
notice of the proceedings for reporting and resolving complaints to 
each subscriber at the time of the initial subscription to the cable 
system. 

Section 7. Rights of Grantee in Streets & Roads. Grantee shall 
have the right, so long as its franchise is in force and effect, to 
utilize the streets and roads of the Township for the transmission of 
television and radio signals as herein authorized from its antenna 
location or locations to the premises of subscribers. Grantee may 
erect all necessary wires, cables and appurtenances in the said 
streets and roads to approval of the Township of the placement of 
any necessary poles; or Grantee may, at its option, authorize, 
subject to the same condition as to the placement of poles, the 
installation of such cables and appurtenances by others on a lease, 
rental, fee or other basis, and all such wires, cables, conduits, 
appurtenances and poles placed or installed by others forthe use of 
Grantce shall exist and continue to exist solely bv authority of the 
permission granted to said Grantee. 

Section 8. Conditions of Streets & Roads Occupancy. 

(a) Use. All transmission and distribution structures, lines 
erected by the Grantee or on its behalf within the Township shall be 


located as to cause minimum interference with the rcesonable use 
of strests and roads, and to cause minimum interference with the 
rights and reasonable convenience of property owners who adjoin 
any of said streets and roads. 

(b) Restoration. In case of any disturbance of pavement, 
sidewaik, driveway, or other surfacing, Grantee shall, at its own 
expense and in a manner approved by the Township replace and 
restore ail paving, sidewalk, driveway or surfacing of any street, 
road or alley disturbed, in as good condition as before said work 
was commenced, and shall maintain the restoration In an approved 
condition for a period of five (5) years. 

(c} Relocation. In the event that at any time during the 
existence of a franchise granted hereunder, the Township shall 
lawfully widen, reaiign, or otherwise dite: ihe sirei or road 
right-of-way, or construct, reconstruct, realign, change the grade 
of or otherwise alter pavement of any watermain, fire hydrant, 
sewer or appurtenances, the Grantee and anyone acting for it in 
connection with the use of the streets and roads, upon reasonable 
notice by the Township, shail remove, relay and relocate its poles, 
wires, cablos, under-ground conduits, manholes and other fixtures 
at its own expense. 

{d) Conduit District. In conduit districts now or thereafter 
established by ordinances of said Township, and as hereafter 
amended or altered. and in such other areas of the Townsiiip in 
which telephone lines and electric utility lines are underground, ail 
ot Grantee's lines, cables and wires snali be underground. 

(e) Franchise Fee. After three (3) years the Grantee and 
Township shall consider the payment by Grantee of a Franchise 
Fee based on the annual gross operating revenue received by it 
from subscribers Jocated within the Township. Nothing in this 
ordinance shall exempt any Grantee from the payment of advalorem 
taxes on its property or equipment or on the income earned by it or 
from any other tax which it might be validly obligated to pay if it 
were not subject to the franchise fee herein imposed. 

(f) Annual Financial Statement. Grantee shall file with the 
Township, annually, an audited statement of revenues received 
from ils operations under its franchise issued pursuant to this 
ordinance within sixty (60) days after the close of its fiscal year, 
shal! make its financial records relating thereto available to the 
Township for inspection at a place designated by it within the 
Township of Grayling, at any reasonable time and shall maintain 
separate records as to its business conducted pursuant to its 
franchise issued hereunder. 

(g) That the franchise shall, upon the request of any person 
holding a building or moving permit, temporarily raise or lower its 
wires to permit the moving of buildings and/or for other reasons. 

The actual and necessary expense of such temporary removal, 
raising, or lowering of wires shall be paid by the person requesting 
the same, and the franchise shall have the authority to request and 
require sucht paymeni ine vance. The franchise sirati be given not 
less than 48 hours advance notice to arrange for such temporary 
wire changes. 

(h} That the franchise shall have the authority to trim trees 
upon and overhanging streets, roads, alleys, sidewalks and public 
places and easements of the Township so as te prevent the 
branches of such trees from coming in contact with the wires, 
cables and appurtenances of the franchise, all trimming to be done 
under the supervision and direction of the Township and by, and at, 
the expense of the franchise. 

Section 9. Operation of Cable System. 

(a) Grantee’s receiving and. distribution equipment and 
facilities shall be constructed, operated, and maintained so as to 
provide usable signals at subscribers television receivers 
essentially of the same quality as received at the antenna site. 

{h) Grantees shall in oneration of its cable system comply with 
ail applicable laws, ordinances, and rules, regulations and 
requirements of Federai, Siaie, and iocai reguiaiory agencies and 
codes. 

(c) The Grantee shall: 

1. Locate and correct malfunctions within a reasonable fength 
of time. 

2. Demonstrate to subscribers by instrument or otherwise the. 
adequacy of the signal. 

(d) The Grantee shall supply signals so that there is at least 
one station for each of the major broadcasting networks. The 
remaining available stations carried shall be at the Grantee's option 
provided the public access requirements as herein stipulated are 
met. 

(e) Grantee shall not, without prior approval of the Board, 
utilize the streets and roads of the Township for the furnishing of 
the sevice commonly known as “Pay TV". Nothing herein 
contained shall be deemed to prohibit, as incidental to the 
transmission television signals, the origination and transmission 
of weather, time, local civic defense announcements or programs 
for which no additional charge is made.: Advertising may be 
handled on the leased access channel. . 


Section 10. Duty to Provide Service. Grantee shall make cable 


service available to all residents of the Township who can be 
reached by its distribution System and in as practical a manner as 
possible. 

Section 11. Any modification of the provisions of Section 76.31 
of the Federal Communication Commission rules shall be 
incorporated into any franchise issued by the Township within one 
year of adoption of the modification or at the time of the franchise 
renewal, whichever occurs first. ‘ 

Section 12. Rates. fhe Grantee's rates and charges shall, after 
appropriate public proceeding affording due process, be fair and 
reasonable and shall be subject to approval of by the Board. At the 
onset of any franchise granted under this ordinance said rates shall 
not be more than:

Above rates must first be approved by Board prior to 
construction. 

Section 13. Granting of Franchise. The Board shall grant a 
cable franchise hereunder to each applicant who makes proper 
application, established its qualifications as herein set forth, 
furnishes the required insurance and assurances and who 
establishes that its operations will not impose an unreasonable 
burden on Township streets and roads, nor hazards to operation of 
any Township-owned facilities. No franchise granted hereunder 
shal! be exclusive. 

Section 14. Term of Franchise. Each franchise issued 
hereunder shalt be for ite term of 15 years with review of 
requirements by the Board on a yearly basis. Franchise may be 
terminated as herein provided. 

Section 15. Transfer. Franchises granted hereunder are not 
transferable except on approval of the Board. The proposed 
transferee shall file an application in form approved by the 
Township and shall satisfy all other requirements of the Ordinance. 

Section 16. Termination. 

{a) Grantee may surrender its franchise at any time in which 
event it shall refund all prepaid and unearned service and other 
charges collected from subscribers. 

(b) The Board may terminate the franchise of any Grantee who 
shall default in any of its obligations hereunder, except for causes 
beyond the reasonable control of the Grantee, provided that the 
Grantee shall be given sixty (60) days written notice to correct any 
such default or non-compliance before the Board may proceed to 
terminate the franchise under this section. If the default cannot be 
corrected within sixty (60) days for a valid reason, the Board shall 
extend the time for a reasonable nerind. Grantee shall he entitled to 
a hearing before the Board to determine the propriety of termination 
of the franchise by it pursuant to this section, and the decision of 
the Board shall be final. 

{c} Upon termination of its franchises, Gianiée sili ai its own 
expense remove from the Township streets and roads all its 
facilities and equipment therein utilized by it in its cable operation 
unless the Board specifically authorize it to leave all or part of such 
facilities in place. 

Section 17. Expiration of Term. In the event that the franchise 
expires by its own terms and no renewal thereof has been 
negotiated between Township and Grantee, the Township may, at 
its election, purchase said system at its then fair market value, as 
determined by arbitration as herein provided. Beginning within two 
years p'ior to the expiration, and whether or not the Township has 
then elected to purchase the system, either the Township or the 
Grantee may demand an arbitration pursuant to the provisions of 
this ordinance. for the purpose of determining fair value of the 
system. on the date arbitration was demanded, which 
determination shall be subject to correction or adjustment by the 
arbitrators to reflect the fair value on the date of expiration to be 
paid by Township, if it elects to purchase the system. Such fair 
value shall be the fair value of all tangible and intangible property 
forming part of the system but shali not include all valuation based 
upon the franchise tights hereunder. ii the Township does not 
purchase the system, the company shall remove that part of the 
system located in the streets and roads and restore the streets and 
roads to a condition satisfactory to Township. 

Section 18. Methods of Resolving Disputes. In the event of 
dispute between Grantee and Township, or in the event of any other 
issue made expressly arbitrable under the provisions of this 
ordinance, such matters shall be resolved by a panel of three 


arhitraters, one to be appointed by the Township, one by the 
Grantee, and a third to be selected oy the firsi iwo. in itis overt that 
the two appointed arbitrators are unable to agree upon a third 
arbitrator, elther party may make application to the Circuit Jucge 
for the 46th Judiciat Circuit of the State of Michigan tor 
appaintment thereof. Such appointment, when made, shall be 
binding upon both parties. The costs of arbitration to be borne 
equally by the parties and the determination of a majority of said 
arbitrators to be the determination of the board. 


Section 19. Separability. If any section, subsection, sentence, . 


sentence clause, phrase, or portion of this ordinance is fer any 
reason held invatid or unconstitutional by any Court of competent 
jurisdiction, such portion shail be deemed a separate, distinct, and 
independent provision and such hoidina shal! not affect the validity 
of the remaining portions thereof. 

Section 20. Ordinance Repealed. All Ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed. ; 

This ordinance shail take effect ten (10) days after its final 
passage by the Township Board of said Township of Grayling, 
Michigan. 

13. An Affidavit of Applicant and Cable T. V. Franchise as 
required in Ordinance No, 2 {76) were reviewed. ’ 

14. The report of Assessing Department functions was read 
and placed on file.

“jet” guns. This is a very fast innoculation method and is virtually 
painless. 

Tentatively, this immunization activity is scheduled to take 
place in Crawford County between October 4th and 18th, at evening 
and weekend clinics. 

It will require a great number of volunteers to assist the State 
Health Staff people. Each person will be interviewed, have the 
program explained, and sian a consent agreement before being 
immunized. Preiiminary planning indicates that 42 
volunteers will be needed per shift in this mass innoculation 
program. Red Cross sincerely hopes that all the community's 
service organizations and Church auxiliaries will raliy to heip, as 
currently there are nowhere near enough regular Red Cross 


VYUshintanre ta man this activity 
Yorunicers to man tnis activiry. 


At the present time there are no plans to innoculate individuals 
under 25 years of age, unless thev fall in the High Risk category. 
Also there are no plans currently to immunize school children in 
schools. 

* The President of the United States has charged American 
National Red Cross with the responsibility of coordinating this 
National Immunization Program throughout our country. Crawford 
County Chapter/ANRC accepts this responsibility for our County, 
but realizes it will have to have the help and support of all the 
service groups in the community if this immunization aclivity is to 
be accompiished etiectiveiy. :
